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BOSTON NEGRO. 
ENTERS A KICK 


Say Children Are Treated as 
Inferiors, and Ask for 
Separate Schools, 


Boston, Mass., December 7.—(Special.}— 
It has just beed proposed in Boston in 
all seriousness to establish a separate 
public school for negro children. 

‘Strange as it may seem, this project 
started with the negroes themselves, and 
it has met with much favor by the whites 
who have children attending the public 
schools. 

The rapid increase in the negro popula- 
lation has resulted in two large negro 
colonies, one in the west end and the 
other in the south end. The negroes de- 
Sire separate schools because in the 
colored Gistricts many white children at- 
tend schools where negro children are 
pupils. The negro children say that they 
are treated as inferiors by the white chil- 
dren, hence the desire of the parents of 
the negroes to have schools where their 
children shall have no social’ or racial 
superiors. / 

The reasons why the white parents 
want separate schools is obvious.

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Filipino Leader Approves 
American Occupation, 


Holds General Otis Responsible for 
the Trouble Between His People 
and the United States. 
Aguinaldo Is Anxious 
To Visit America. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington. December 7.—(Special.)— 
Aguinaldo has become a convert to the 
belief that the American occupation of 
the Philippine islands is the best taing 
for the interests of his people. 

Aguinaldo is not on the salary roll of 
the Pailippines government. He is free 
to go and come as he chooses and to do 
and speak as he chooses. Taere is no 
restraint upon him. And yet the former 
leader of the Filipinos is an earnest sup- 
porter of the American Philippines pol- 
icy as it is interpreted by Governor Taft 
and his assistants in the Philippines gov- 
ernment. 

These facts are vouched for by George 
Cc. sellfler, who is one of the foremost 
American business men in Manila. Mr. 
Sellner is not an officeholder under the 
civil government. He is a man with a 
variety of interests in the islands, having 
been there since before the breach with 
the Filipinos. For four years he has 
been publisher of the biggest newspaper 
in the English language in the Orient, 
and he is now in Washington for the pur- 
pose of impressing upon the leaders in 
congress the necessity for certain legisla- 
tion to better the conditions in the is- 
lands. 

His statements conéerning Aguinaldo 
were made today in the course of con- 
versation with Chairman Cooper, of the 
house committee on insular affairs. As- 
sertions to the same effect have been 
made by some other Americans, but these 
have been either officers of the civil gov- 
ernment or officers in the army whose 

views cannot have the same substantial 
effect as those of one who has an inti- 
mate knowledge of the facts and yet is 
on the outside of the government. 

Aggie Living Very Modestly.

lic. Aguinaldo is now living with one of 
nis close friends in a little nipa cottage 
on the bay front in Manila—living prac- 
tically alone and without the conven- 
lences and luxuries to which he has been 
accustomed, His wife and mother are 
at the old home in Cavite’. province. 
Aguinaldo leads to some ‘extent the life 
of a recluse, but he does not hesitate to 
go about freely when the notion strikes 
him. The report that he lives in con- 
stant dread of assasination at the hands 
of the relatives of General Luna, who 
was executed by ‘ais soldiers, is false. 

„Taere is absolutely no foundation for 
the report, which seems to have been 
spread largely for the purpose dt injuriug 
Aguinaido,”’ said Mr. Seliner. ‘‘There 1s, 
apparently, none of the Luna crowd to be 
afraid of and I am positive that Aguin- 
aldo has absolutely no fear on that score, 
I have seen a great deal of him, for, as 
I nave said, we are quite near neighbors. 
When I determined to come to the United 
States I extended. him an invitation to 
come along ds my guest. He considered 
the invitation for some little time, but 
finally decided that it would’ perhaps be 
best for him to delay the Weit to the 
United States, which he nopes some time 
to make. | 

For the Islands’ Bést Interest. 

„He has talked with me . frequently 
about the American occupation, and has 
said that in his judgment such occupation 
was for the best interests of the Philip- 
pine islands and their people. I knew 
Aguinaldo in the days when he considered 
himself an ally of the United States, and 
with every reason to do so. I visited the 
Malolas congress when the Philippine re- 
public had a semblance of organization. 
Since then I have had intimate knowledge 
of Philippine affairs, and through my 
newspaper have worked consistently for 


the upbuilding of the Filipinos. Because 
of this, Aguinaldo and I have been on 


pleasant terms. 

“It cannot be said that he has lost all 
political ambition, for he is a young man, 
and holds.a high place in the g*imation 
of his people; but he has been convinced 
that American occupation is, for the pres- 
ent at least, the best thing for the’ people 
whom he in a sense represents, and I be- 
lieve he is sincere when he says so. He 
has often said to me that he greatly re- 
gretted that things were so badly bun- 
gled at the outset, and that the Filipinos 
did not havé an opportunity to learn and 
understand the real purposes of the 
United States toward them. Had the 
matter been properly presented to them, 
the clash betweep the Americans and the 
Filipinos might have been averted. There 
is absolutely no truth in all that talk 
about his fear for his life. He lives 
quietly, with absolutely no protection, in 


a little cottage which is bare and almost 
comfortless.“

successor in the homise of representatives; 
Asher C. Hinds, Mr. Reed's parliamentary 
clerk, while speaker, and Augustus G.

At Mrs. Reed's request there were no 
ceremonies of any here, and at Port- 
land they will be ot a simple character. 

During ‘the entifé day ‘there was a 
stream of sympathetie callers at the 
Arlington hotel, where the body of Mr. 
Reed lay awditing removal the rail- 
road station. They melud President 
and Mrs, Roosevelt, Who also sent a 
handsome floral offering; members of the 
cabinet, and of the! senate and house of 
representatives, and of the diplomatic 
corps. 

The body was incicsed in a casket with

Dock Bill--Senate Discusses

Washington, December 7. -The hous. 
this week has no mapped out programme 
beyond the disposition of the London 
dock charges bill tomorrow and the re- 
port of the elections committee on the 
contested election case of Wagner v 
Butler, from the twelfth Missouri, dis- 
trict. on Wednesday. The London dock 
bill nas been pressed by exporting in- 
terests, especially the milling districts of 
the northwest, and is opposed by the Af- 
lantic shipping interests. The passage 
of the bill is considered doubtful. The 
Wagner-Butler case is somewhat of an 
anomaly. Mr. Butler was unseated at 
the last session and his seat was de- 
elared vacant. He was reelected in No- 
vember to fill the vacancy, having about 
six thousand majority on the face of the 
yeturns. His opponent now contests, but. 
in order to secure action, before March 
4 the rules relating to the preliminaries 
of a contest, which may be strung out 
tor months, must be shortened. If the 
legislative appropriation bill is com- 
pleted in time it probably will be taken 
up the latter part of the week. If not, 
the remainder of the time may be occu- 
pied by minor bills reported by commit- 
tees. 

In accordance with the unanimous 
agreement of last session the senate will 
take up the statehood bill next Wednes- 
day, and it is expected to remain the 


after.. The bill will undoubtedly provoke 
considerable debate. and it is generally

DIES SUDDENLY 


Secretary of Executive Department 
Taken Ill Saturday. 


HEMORRHAGE FROM LUNGS 


The Deceased Was for Four Years 
Messenger Clerk of the Senate. 
A Native of Habersham 
County ani a Popy- 
lar Man. 


George P. Erwin, of Clarksville, one of 
the secretaries in the executive depart- 
ment at the state capitol, died suddenly 
last night at 9 o’clock at Folsom’s hotel, 
of uremic poison. 

Mr. Erwin was taken ill Saturday after: 
noon about 4:30 o' clock, while en route 
from his boarding house, 16 West Ellis 
street, to the union depot, where he was 
to meet his wife. Feeling too ill to pro- 
ceed to the depot, he engaged a room at 
Folsom’s hotel, and W. H. Duncan, of 
the hctel, a friend of Mr. Erwin, went to 
the depot and met Mrs. Erwin. 

The condition of Mr. Erwin grew worse, 
and during the night he had seven hemor- 
rhages. Yesterday uremic poison set in 


and he began to sink rapidly. He was un- 


conscious throughout the day, never re- 
gaining consciousness to the time of his 
death. Mrs. Erwin had been visiting near 
Savannah, and she and Mr. Erwin in- 
tended spending yesterday in Clarksville. 
Governor Terrell, who highly esteemed 
Mr. Erwin and was his devoted friend, 
visited him Saturday afternoon, after 
hearing of his illness, and again yester- 
day morning. The governor “last night 
expressed deep regret at the death of Mr. 
Erwin. Mrs. Erwin was with her husband 


| at the time of his death, as was also J. 


A. Erwin, of Clarksville, a brother. 


A Large Family Connection. 

The deceased was popular, and had won 
hosts of friends, who will learn with sor- 
row of his death, and who sympathize 
with his bereaved relatives. He leaves 
no children. He has four brothers, as fol- 
lows: J. A. Erwin, W. S. Erwin and P. B. 
Erwin, of Clarksyille, and H. C. Erwin, 
of Columbia, 8. C. Garnett McMillan, 
Wiley Alexander and Ross and Frank 
Wilson are cousins. The deceased is a 
nephew of Judge A. S. Erwin, of Athens. 

Mr. Erwin was 32 yeers of age. He was 
appointed as secretary in the executive 
department by Governor Terrell at the 
beginning of the present administration.

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The Foreign Corporation Tax. 

The house of representatives will 
this morning have the opportunity to 
jreconsider its action of Saturday 
when, by a scant majority, it decided 
to levy a graduated tax upon foreign 
corporations doing business by actual 
local representation in Georgia. Ac- 
cording to the schedule adopted such 
taxes would run from 325 to $1,000 
on each of such corporations. 

It is eminently right that the legis- 
lature should seek revenues where- 
ever they may be leved in justice and 
without prejudice to either the tax- 
payer or the state. But the tax em- 
bodied in the section we discuss is 
one that does gross injustice to both 
the state and the parties upon whom 
it is imposed. For that reason it im- 
ports a policy on which the state 
should not be embarked, because it 
will mean more losses to the state 
than to all the corporations affected 
taken together. 

Georgia is a rapidly growing state. 
She is the mid-south point of strategy 
from which great enterprises reach in 
all directions to the other secticns of 
the south. For that natural cause 
she has been fortunate in attracting 
to her centers of cammercial reach 
and influence the representatives of the 
greater part of those eastern, northern 
and southern ‘corporations that do 
general business south of the Potomac 
and the Ohio. For the benefit of their 
patrons in the south—to make busi- 
ness intercourse more personal and 
satisfactory—such corporations have 
established southern headquarters and 
agencies in our Georgia cities. These 
bring in new citizens and helpers in 
the domestic, social, financial and in- 
dustrial circles of the state. 

The main fact in the case is this— 
those people do not have to remain 
in Georgia! They can sell their of- 
fice furniture and take their head- 
quarters to surrounding states and 
still do business by commercial trav- 
elers and correspondence from outside 
points, as Chattanooga, Columbia, 
Charlotte, etc. And that the larger 
part of them will do so rather than 
Pay the heavy tax now sought to be 
put upon them is certain. 

In that event Georgia loses the men 
and the money these agencies repre- 
sent and the state loses the proposed 
tax the same as if it had not been 
levied. The situation is so plain that 
wisdom in state policy cries aloud 
against retaining that tax in the bill. 
Let it be eliminated and let this state 
continue to be the commercial center 
of the most and greatest corporations 
of the nation that do business in the 
south. 


The Late eee eee Reed. 


The passing from life of Thomas 
Brackett Reed, late speaker of the 
house of representatives in the con- 
gress, is an event of national depriva- 
tion. There is not a village in the 
entire union where his name is not 
<nown and in which the fame of his 
words and deeds has not been dis- 
zussed. He was a strong, agile son of 
Maine both physically and mentally, 
and from the day of his entrance in- 
to public life he began to impress the 
bold stamp of his individuality upon 
the records of state and nation. 

His long service in the lower house 
of congress made him a familiar and 
powerful figure in its proceedings. He 
spoke with a winning wit, a provoking 
draw] and, at times, with a scintillant 
sarcasm that made the flesh creep on 
the victims of his wrath. Although 
he was a stalwart republican he was 
political opponents, who 
: Strength of character and 
his. forceful individuality.

Differing later, as 
tv certain measures of party policy, 
from the president and the majority in 
congress, Mr. Reed resigned from 
further congressional] service and went 
to practice his profession of law in 
New York city. He was at once re- 
tained by the large corporate interests 
and achieved immediate rank and 
success at the bar of the great metro- 
polis. 

Mr. Reed was a clean man and a 
true type of the American partisan. 
He rang true on questions of private 
and public honor and his big heart in 
a big body was incapable of mean- 
ness. He fought for his causes, politi- 
cal or legal, with the vim of a Richard 
of the Lion-Heart and the courtesy of a 
Bayard. His eloquence was capable of 
iron-winged flights and his wit was as 
keen and supple to the occasion as 
an Indian sword-juggler’s blade. 

His death takes away from public 
life a forceful man and an interesting 
political figure. 


~ 
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Kicking Against Provincialism. 

It is rather odd to find President 
Woodrow Wilson, president of Price- 
ton university and himself an accom- 
plished historian, saying that “the 
great incubus upon this country is its 
provincialism.” ° 

Provincialism is an ineradicable 
idiosyncrasy of the human nature we 
all bear and it is as useless to fret 
about it as to get mad at the moon 
because it doesn’t do fxyrotechnic 
stunts like a buzzing pin-wheel every 
nigh* It is grounded upon the same 
primitive and ever recurrent feelings 
that produce families, communities, 
sects and parties. So long as men co- 
here in bunches for whatever purposes 
of life the essence of provincialism 
will be present in, their common senti- 
ments and actions. 

Italy has lived on since the times 
when Rome was the most unprovincial 
and universal power on earth, and yet 
provincialism still exists there in all 
the intensity of Latin love and loyalty. 
The several sections of the kingdom 
are only known and their people dis- 
tinguished as Tuscans, Florentines, 
Neapolitans, Romans and so on to the 
end of the provincial divisions. France 
yet has provincialism rampant, Ger- 
many realizes daily that to suppress it 
in her consolidated empire is a futile 
project and England would no longer 
be England as the world knows it if 
all its provincialism were deadened at 
a blow. 

America is provincial and always 
will be. To deprecate it is to loze tue 
philosophic sense of selection in human 
affinities. to disregard effects of cli- 
mate and environment, and to fight 
against the invinciole forces of tradi- 
tion, custom and creed. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean, for in- 
stance, seizes upon the remark of 
President Wilson to say that “it was 
provincialism that attempted to de- 
stroy the union in 1861.” It would 
have been a marvel! of self-restraint if 
The Inter Ocean had passed up that 
opportunity to nag ac the south. But, 
just to keep the facts in line, whose 
provincialism was it that started that 
ruction? 

We take it that The Inter Ocean 
sees nothing provincial in the abolition 
cult started in New England and fruit- 
ing in such wild men as Garrison, 
Wendell Phillips and Old John Brown! 
Nor, we imagine, will it admit that 
Charles Sumner, Horace Greeley and 
Abraham Lincoln were the produce of 
the provincialism of the north and mid- 
dle west that was ever eager to make 
war and wreak an envious revenge 
upon the provincialism:of the south! 

All the same, provincialism has ex- 
isted in the north quite as acutely as 
in the south, and the nation has suf- 
fered..and: is suffering today far more 
wrongs and burdens from the former 
than the latter species of the passion. 
Republicanism has never been any- 
thing else but provincialism and if 
President Wilson means to say that 
republicanism is the great incubus” 
upon the country, we are fully pre- 
pared to agree with him tout-a-tait! 


United Efforts for Atlanta. 
Atlanta stands as one of the great- 
est American monuments of what 
united efforts and a common public 
spirit among citizens can accomplish 
in the building up of a metropolis. 
In that regard the city has an unique 
history and a fame that is world-wide. 
The Chamber of Commerce has al- 
ready done noble and successful 
things to enlarge the business enter- 
prises of Atlanta and is eager to carry 
out further plans that will undoubted- 
ly enlarge the capital, industries and 
commerce of the city, and consequent- 
ly its population and civic importance. 
Those generous plans, however, can 
only come to fruition by the united 
efforts o those already here in busi- 
ness and trades. The enthusiasm of 
a thousand individuals is ali very 
brave and very commendable, but it 
is only when it is massed and com- 
pacted into an organization that it 
gets ohm and volt power to break 
barriers, tunnel mountains, build 
bridges and transfer the wealth of a 
thousand other localities to the marts 
and money boxes of this one locality! 
It goes without saying that the bus- 
iness men of Atlanta want the city to 
srow and prosper; but they must get 
together and unite their wisdom, 
means and energies to make that larg- 
er and richer development come to 
pass. The Chamber of Commerce af- 
fords the mechanism, already organ- 
ized, to the purpose and the call for 
new memberships in that organization 
should meet with prompt and unstint- 
ed acceptance throughout the city. 
We need here a commercial body 
with authority to speak for the busi- 


ness community and whose voice on 
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speaker to count a 


We are so accustomed to picturing 
Siberia as an inhospitable, wintry 
waste, its vast sfeppes scarcely fit for 
the occupation of the nomadic herds- 
man, and punishment indeed for 
the hapless exiles of Russian tyranny, 
that we are not prepared to know 
Siberia as a metamorphosed country, 
materially, in natural resources and 
climatically. As a matter of fact, the 
greater portion of this expansive 
country is neither inhospitable nor 
sterile by nature, corresponding in 
climate and soil with the southern half 
of Russia. It is rich in minerals, 
grasses and agricultural possibilities, 
heretofore lacking only man’s enter- 
prise and industry to make it capable 
of supporting prosperous millions of 
inhabitants. 

The latter-day Russia of aggressive 
commerce and internal developments 
has not been slow to make the- most 
of Siberian- possibilities. So far from 
holding the country as a mere pénal 
colony, the czar’s government has of 
late years expended many millions in 
developing it through expensive immi- 
gratio® railroad and town lding. 
Of course, the great t atic rail- 
way has been the chief factor in mod- 
ernizing Siberia.“ An analysis of its 
economic effects upon the country ap- 
pears in the current number of the 
Revue Economique Russe, the lead - 
ing journal of the empire. From this 
authoritative source we learn that the 
effect of the enormous immigrgtion 
into Siberia during the past five years 
has been remarkable. Agricultural 
methods have been revolutionized, and 
there are many great farms conducted 
on the wholesale scale employed in 
our own northwest. The long array 
of gang-pldws and self-binders is to be 
seen in Siberian fields and the cereal 
output is already large enough to be 
a strong factor in the markets of Eu- 
rope and Asia. In addition to agri- 
culture, Russia is ambitious to make 
Siberia an active competitor of North 
and South America in cattle produc- 
tion, and in time we will find that ex- 
cellent range country occupying this 
position in the world’s meat market. 
Gold, copper, coal and other “mineral 
development is being vigorously ex- 
ploited, the most improved mining 
machinery being employed. The pro- 
duction and export of butter has in- 
creased phenomenally. In short, Si- 
beria has taken her place in the 
world’s commerce, and a vast, pro- 
gressive Russia is stretching, a na- 
tional Colossus, from the Baltic to the 
Pacific. It is easy now to comprehend 
how much the czar’s government has 
at stake in Manchuria, Korea and the 
northern Pacific coast of Agia. It is, 
moreover, easy to understand how 
much of a rival the United States is 
to find Russia in the eastern markets. 

It is reported the. cities of Siberia 
have grown prodigiously. The au- 
thority quoted oom of them: 

Omsk, for example, has now a popula- 
tion twice larger than it had five years 
ago, and has become an active business 
place. Irkutsk is rapidly realizing the 
promise that it would some day become 
the Paris of Asia. 

Scores of populous towns have 
sprung up along the railroads, and 
they are bristling with commercial 
activity, supplying a large overland 
trade, extending far into southern 
Asia. 

This is the new Siberia—a Siberia 
that in obvious respects is disquieting, 
even ominous. 7

“What would you say was the idee?

A bill enacted by congress, 
like the progress of the world, is the 
result of a flerce conflict of opposing hu- 
man interests, and must be so. When 
men talk carelessly of tariff reVision they 
talk of a tariff never yet established and 
one that can never be. They dream of a 
tariff which exactly suits them individ- 
ually, while a real tariff bill is one which 
measurably satisfies the country as a 
Whole. 
No Faith in a Commission. 

“But can. we not have, sitting in per- 
petual session, a body of men nonparti- 
san, judicious, wise and incorruptible? 
Yes, in your mind. Tou can have any- 
thing in your mind. Imagination is un- 
limited, and it is very delightful to wan- 
der round among possible impossibilities. 
Just think of a nonpartisan free trader 
sitting on a tariff tax. Of course he 
„would be above any prejudice except his 
own. I saw one tariff commission sit in 
1892, and its report was not enacted into 
law. All its mistakes were and the re- 
sult was satisfactory to nobody. 

„What we had better do is to remember 
where we are and what our dangers are. 
Enterprises of business are not entered 
upon by helter-skelter. They are the re- 
sult of calculation. One of the first in- 
quiries of the promoter or maker 18, How 
many of our present conditions are to 
remain? If there are to be yncertainties 
in the future he will not dare to act. What 
can you imagine that would dampen a 
business man’s ardor more than to be 
called on to guess what a new tariff 
bill would be? The prophetic instinct in 
the human creature is there beyond its 


limit. 
Should Let Tariff Alone. 
“We ought to let the tariff alone; we 


g ought to defend it against all comers for 


the good of the nation. We are going more 

than well And need not hunt for disaster. 

That will come ip due time. 
“Meanwhile, let us see what people are 


tariff directly. Every effort against it isa 
flank attack. The tariff is to be changed, 
not because it has not produced prosper- 
ity, but because it has produced large 
corporations. We so hate and fear large 
corporations that we will destroy prosper- 
ity rather than not destroy them. 

To argue such a proposition would be 
a discredit to the American people. The 
most plausible attack has come from 
the demand for reciprocity. In my judg- 
ment it will be found that when the glit- 
tering generalities of reciprocity are re- 
fined down to actual statement of what 
is proposed the American people will 
never have it. 

“The history of reciprocity the world 
over has deen that any treaty thus far 
devised has been one-sided and the coun- 
try losing has put an end te it. We tried 
it with Canada. Our expet trade in 
creased 13 per cent and theirs increased 
in eleven years 500 per cent. .That treaty 
no longer exists. 

We had one with the Sandwich islands 
and on the average we gave them 38,000. 
000 remitted sugar duties a year and sold 
them $4,000,000 worth of goods. In other 
words, we gave them all our exports and 
$1,000,000 besides. This is what the friends 
of free trade were trying to do for Cuba 
when we were so apprehensive that that 
island would be ruined if we did not give 
in charity what had no foundation in jus- 
tice.”’ :

To The Constitution: Mr. Burgess 
Smith, councilman from he seventh 
ward, was reported in last 8 ay’s Con- 
stitution as saying: “Abolish the high 
schools. Just give the children a good 
English education. That is all they are 
entitled to, and jt fits them for a place 
in the world.“ 

Mr. Smith will find upon careful inves- 
tigation that he does not represent a 
large majority of the citizens of Atlanta 
in demanding the abolishment of the 
high schools of this city. The children 
of Atlanta are not receiving any more 
than they are entitled to receive from 
the city fathers in the way of educa- 


future hope of this city, and they cannot 
be too well equipped for the part which 
they will be called upon to play in keep- 
ing Atlanta at the head of southern 
cities. No one can, in the light of this 
city’s history, question the wisdom of 
the city fathers in establishing high 


‘schools for the better education of our 


children. A majority of the teachers in 
our public schools are graduates of the 
Girls’ High school, and these teachers 
will compare favorably with those in the 
schools of any other city of the union. 
Many of our best and most prominent 
citizens, especially of those to the manor 
born,” aré graduates of the Boys’ High 
school. 

Since the high schools have been so 
useful and valuable in building up At- 
lanta, why strike them down? They are 


authorized by the constitution of the state

Hard Fight Abead on Foreign Cor- 
poration Tax — General Bills 
Have Little Chance at This 
Session—Some Measures 
That Must Pass. 


There will be something doing every 
minute during this the last week of the 
legislative session of 1902. Whether the 
general assembly will adjourn on Friday 
or Saturday has not vet been determiped. 
The last day of the session is Friday, but 
if yesterday (Sunday) should be declared 
a dies non, as a resolution now before the 
house proposes, adjournment sine die will 
not be had until Saturday. night. 

Despite the fact that but five or six 
more days remain, none of the most im- 
portant work of the session is completed, 
and it now develops that those who were 
proposing to get the appropriations bill 
and the general tax bill to the governor a 
week or ten days before the close of the 
session were pursuing a sort of ignis 
fatuus. A great deal of work remains to 
be done on these measures, and they will 
probably be the very last matters finally 
acted on both by the house and senate. 

From present indications and the action 
of senate committees with reference te 
the appropriations bill, and the prospec- 
tive action of the senate finance commit- 
tee on the franchise tax bill, it looks as 
if there will have to be mutual conces- 
sions on the part of house and senate 
conference committees before these meas- 
ures are finally acted on. It is likely the 
same wil! be true with reference to the 
general tax bill. 

There js no doubt that the greater part 
of the week will be taken up in the final 
consideration of these measures, and the 
numerous general biNs that have been 
introduced in both bodies stand little 
chance of receiving consideration at this 
session. 

Warm Time Ahead. 

There is still a hard fight ahead for the 
general tax bill. Opponents of the tax on 
foreign corporations doing business in 
Georgia, which was put in the bil by the 
house, are going to fight that feature of 
the measure to the last ditch. 

While it is not thought they will carry 
out the threat cf voting against the gen- 
eral tax bill in sufficient numbers to pre- 
vent its passage, since that would neces-

‘pay interest on the bonded debt. The 
balance of this fund is a little more than 
$122,000, and unless it is so used the deficit 
in the treasury next year will be increased 
by just that much, since this source of 
revenue has been counted on in making 
the appropriations. There is no doubt 
there will be a warm fight on the bill by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and others, who hold 
that such use of this fund is unconstitu- 
tional, despite a decision of a majority of 
the supreme court to the contrary. 

The bill revising the military laws of 
the state, which has passed the senate, 
Stands a good chance of getting through 
the house, as there has not appeared any 
opposition to it, and the meastre is be- 
lieved to be a good one. 


Summer Sessions. 

Strong effort will be made to secure the 
passage through the house of Senator 
Skelton’s bill, which has passed the sen- 
ate, changing the time of meeting of the 
general assembly from the fourth .Wed- 
nesday in October to the fourth Wednes- 
day in June. This measure meets with 
much popular favor in the house, and the 
belief is expressed that it will be passed, 
Attorney General Hart having given an 
Opinion to the effect that it is entirely 
constitutional. Many believe that this 
bill will become a law. ang that the next 
session of the general assembly will be 
held in June, July and August, 1903, in- 
stead of beginning in October. ’ 

The important work before the house 
and senate has prevented many of the 
visiting committees to state institutions 
from making their contemplated inspec- 
tion tours. Some of these committees will 
try to get leave of absence this week be- 
cause of the importance of the work. 

This week will probably see three ses- 
sions a day of the house and at least two 
sessions à day of the senate, and every 
effort will be made to keep up the good 
attendance that has prevailed during the 
week just past.

BOUNDARY LINES IN DISPUTE. 


Action by Congress Necessary To 
Save Land in Texas. 

Austin, Tex., December 7.—Three por- 
tions of boundary lines of the state of 
Texas are in dispute, the latest being 
the eastern line, north of Red river. 

There has just been filed in the state 
land office a report of the work under 
the act of congress of 1901 requiring the 
secretary of the interior to establish the 
100th meridian, which forms the eastern 
boundary of Texas from Red river in 
Childress county north to and including 
Lipscomb county. It was first under- 
stood that the new line would give Texas 
a strip of 8 miles of the Indian Territory, 
but the report makes the startling cal- 
culation and fixes the meridian so that 
Texas loses a strip of land three-fourths 


the eastern edge of Lipscomb, Hemphif, 
Wheeler, Collingsworth and Childress 
counties, a total of 112 1-2 sections, or 72,- 
2 acres, which has always been regarded 
of Texas.

Trouble poe England 
and Venezuela Will 
ring It Up. 


VENEZUELA'S YELLOW BOOK 
‘ON LAND OWNERSHIP 


Makes Its Claims, but Great Britain 
Contends That When She Con- 
quered Trinidad in 1797 
She Gained Sovereignty 
Over Patos. 


Washington, December 7.—In Venes- 
uela’s ‘‘yellow pook for 1901, a copy 
of which has been received in Washing- 
ton recently from the foreign office at 
Caracas, are the exthanges between the 
London and Caracas governments last 
year In regard to the ownership of Patos 
island, which has been in dispute be- 
tween the two countries for many years. 
Significance attaches to this correspond- 
ence in view of the approaching crisis 
between Venezuela and Great Britain. 
as it is not improbable that in the set- 
tlement of the claims of British and Ger- 
man citizens against Venezuela the Patos 
dispute also will be involved. The re- 
opening of the Patos question was caused } 
by the action of the Venézguelan gunboat } 
Augusto in January, 1901, in capturing 
certain British subjects on the island. 
When the Caracas authorities were called 
to account by the London foreign office, 
the former replied by renewing their long 
standing claim to Patos and a diplomatic 
controversy extending throughout the 
year was the result. Venezuela bases her 
claims to the island on its proximity to 
the coast of Guayana, from which it 1s 
distant only 3 miles, claiming that it is 
a tenet of international law that a coun- 
try commands waters within a marine 
league of its coast; that the international 
law. institute has defined the territerial 
sea as 6 miles, whereas the island of 
Patos is more than 10 miles from Trini- 
dad, the nearest British possession. 

Great Britain, through her charge 
d'affaires at Caracas, and later through 
minister, advanced the contention 


Trinidad, in 1797, sovereignty over Patos 
was obtained and so recognized by the 
Madrid government; that Patos has re- 
mained in the peaceful possession of 
Great Britain for more than a century, 
during seventy years of which time Ven- 
esuela advanced no claim. 

It is understood that President Castro 
will ask that the question be settled by 
arbitration, a proposition to which the 
British government will hardly accede 
in view of its contention that the owner- 
ship of Patos 1s so clearly British as not 
to fufnish a suitable subject for arbitra- 
tion.

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Rev. Dr. Landrum predched last night 
on Galatians vi. 14: “God forbid that ! 
should glory save in the cross of ou: 
Lord Jesus Christ by whom the world is 
crucified unto me and I unto the worid.”’ 

The pastor treated ihe text under three 
divisions—first, the subject of Paul's boast- 
ing, “Our Lord Jesus Christ; second, the 
doctrine of Paul's boasting, The cross,” 
or the sacrifice of Christ, and third, the 
effect of the sacrifice or crucifixion to the 
world and of the world. 

When considering the second division 
Dr. Landrum said in part: 

“What is the doctrine of the cross? It 
is the doctrine of the noblest theology. 
God the Father Almighty draws men to 
Himself by the cross of Christ. It is the 
manifestation and measure of God the 
Father Almighty's love to sinners. There 
ig a theology which slanders God. It rep- 
resents God as always and everywhere 
against men, a God in whose breast there 
is nothing of love and sympathy for 
fallen men save as begotten by the agonies 
His Son endured. Christ loves us. but 
God hates us, is a bald characterization 
of the dogma. Nay. friends, ‘salvation 
is of the Lord; salvation begins in God's 
“ great heart. The Father as much pur- 
poses, accomplishes and rejoices in the 
salvation of lost men as the Son or the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus died on that cross not 
to make God love sinners, but because 
God's love is beginningless. 

“God looked down on a race gone wrong. 
What shall be the measure of His sacri- | 
fice for the redemption of mankind from | 
its awful fate? Will the death of a man 
do? Nay, not the death of every man. 
The incarnation and death of an angel? 
No, nor the immolation of all angelic 
hosts of all ranks and powers. What, 
then? DivinitY must come into humanity. 
Divinity must go through Gethsemane 
and Golgotha. God alone can make the 
sacrifice and joyfully He does it. ‘And 
when the fulness of time was come God 
sent forth His Son.’ And when we go 
and see that Son of God, suffering, bleed 
ing. dying and dead on the cross we will 
not again question the love of God for 
sinful men. ‘God was in Christ reconcii- 
ing the worth unto Himself and not im 
puting their trespasses unto them.’ 

While we were yet sjnners Christ 
died for us,’ that same Christ who said, 
He that hath seen Me hath seen the 
Father’ and ‘J and the Father are one.’ 
Until the death of time and throughout 
the ceaseless cycles of the world to come 
the sacrificial death of Jesus Christ for us 
sinners shall be the ali enrapturing joy of 
the saved, the eternal wonder of heaven 
and the undying consternation of hell. 

“Christ draws men to God; the Holy 
Spirit draws men to Christ. Every exer- 
tion at,gthe Qpirit’s power, every manifes- 
tation of the Spirit’s love has its origin in 
the atoning death of the Son of God on 
the eross. No new gospel is needed. 
Sooner far shall we need new stars by 
night, a new atmosphere, a new sun. No 
better message can possibly tome from 
God to men.“

Dr. Willlam Holtzclaw preached at the 
morning service on “Righteous Poverty 
V. Wicked Wealth.“ The text was chosen 


from Psalms xxxvii, 16: ‘‘The little that 
a righteous man hath is better than the 
riches of many wicked.’’ He said in 
part: 

There is a tendency “on the part of 
the world to estimate a man by the 
amount of wealth that he possesses. 
This spirit is so prominent that many 
people of wealth refuse to associate with 
those who are poor. This spirit does not 
confine itself to those who are non-pro- 
fessors of religion, but it is often’ con- 
spicuous among those who claim to be 
sons and daughters of the Great King 
and followers of the meek and lowly 
Nazarene. The spirit of avarice and the 
spirit of covetousness are very close of 
kin. 

“Dives, the rich man in the parable, 
Was not rated as a bad man in the 
ordinary acceptance of the term,. but he 
Was sO absorbed in his wealth that he 
deferred the matter of his soul’s salva- 
tion till it was too late. Thousands of 
people have been guilty of the same 
thing and thousands who are living to- 
day will meet the same fate. The fa- 
‘ mous queen saw it too late and cried: 
‘A kingdom! a crown!! for an hour of 
time!’ 

“The temporal condition of the right- 
“eous is often inferior to that of the 
wicked. The Israelites were four hundred 


and thirty years in Egypt as poor, op- 


pressed slaves and yet they were God's 
chosen people. The home in which the 
Son of God was born was a home of 
poverty. The relatives of Joseph and 
Mary were poor. The disciples who were 
chosen as the nucleus of the New Testa- 
ment church were poor men. 

“It is better to be a righteous man in 
poverty than a rid man in wickedness. 
What shall it profit a man if he shall 
gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul?” There is great responsibility for 
possessing wealth. The cattle of a thou- 
sand hills, the geld of Ophir and the 
silver of Peru are all God's, and men 
are but the stewards who must give an 
account of their - stewardship. ‘Where 
much is given much is required.’ This 
is true of ‘talents of all kinds which God 


would use. Many a man who has 0 14+444 4444444444444 
money has talent which he ought to use }4 . : ce yah * 
for God. Oh, the perils connected with

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the possession of wealth. 
the instigation of lives of 
‘The love of money is the root of all 
evil.’ 

The righteous have God with them in 
whatever circumstances they may be 
thrown in this tte. The Israelites had 
poverty, but God opened the Red sea 
for them and drowned Pharaoh and his 
hosts. All the wealth of Egypt could not 
save a wicked people. Many of God's 
people have been wealthy, but they had 
grace to possess it and grace to use it. 

“There are those in the ranks of God's 
people today who are possessors of great 
wealth, but they are using it for God's 
glory. There are those, however, who 
are not using their wealth for Ged 4 
yet claim to be His. In the face of this 
fact many of cur churches are in debt, 
pastors’ salaries are behind. missionary 
enterprises are suffering and our boards 
of missions are hard pressed to meet 
their obligations. This ought not to be. 
It is God's money and God's people. 
This being true, why should God's cause 
suffer? The devil is trying to steal this 
world and Christ established His king- 
dom on the carth to prevent the work of 
his Satanic n ajesty. 

“Christ is working through His follow- 
ers. He has promised victory to the 
faithful and warned us against the burial 
of talents. God uses those who are 
counted worthy. He never offers a higher 
seat to thcse who are not worthy of a 
lower one. 

“It was said to the rich fool, Whose 
shall all things be which thou hast pro- 
vided” We have reached a period in our 
country’s history that is indeed critical. 
Ours is one of the wealthiest of nations 
and yet we are rapidly drifting into che 
worship cf mammon. What the future 
will bring few, perhaps, are able to tell. 
Labor and capital are at war and the 
situation is exceedingly serious. Men 
everywhere are asking what of the fu- 
ture? God’s people are once more at 
the Red sea while Pharaoh's hosts are in 
hot pursuit. If God .does not open the 
waters as a victory for the one and a 
grave for the other there must come a 


mighty ca.amity.”’ 
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Pastor S. B. Moore spoke last night at 
the First Christian church on “Christian 
Union,” giving some of the reasons for 
hoping that union may be realized. He 


spoke in part as follows: 

“As a people we stand for Christian 
union. The idea has been ridiculed by 
many, and such a thing pronounced both 
undesirable and impossible. We believe 
it both possible and desirable. 
for tt and earnestly hope for it. What 
is the ground of our hope? I answer: 

‘1. Bible owledge is increasing. 
Granted that ignorance of the Bible is 
general and appalling. And yet, here and 
there, light is breaking through. Infl- 
delity has done and continues to do its 
worst. But, for all that, there is more 
Bible reading and far more Bible study 
than at amy other period of the world’s 
history. The public mind is less fettered 
by superstition than ever before; there 
is an increased feeling that we are per- 
sonally responsible for our knowledge 
of divine things, and that we must study 
to know the things which God would 
have us believe and do. This will assist 
in our work of calling men back to 
Christ. 
become general they will know that di- 
visions are wrong and hateful in the 
sight of God. 3 

“9 The feeling of responsibility, each 
for himself, is increasing and is a reason 
for hope. So long the Christian world 
has felt no individual responsibility in 
any matter of service that the whole 
question has been delegated to the priest 
and the church. , 

„3. The Endeavor movement is associ- 
ating the young. people together, and 
with great power for good. They do 
not come together as Presbyterians or 
Lutherans or Congregationalists, but 
simply as those who wish to serve the 
Lord. They find that they have the same 
religious thoughts and feelings; that they 
are trying to get to the same heaven 
and the wish. to be together is increas- 
ing. As they all come to be simply Chris- 
tians, they cease to be sectarian. 

“4. Union revival services reveal the 
power and desirability of union. These 
are becoming popular, and more and 
more the people are learning that our 
sectarianism is wrong. Not only so, but 
they are finding how close they are to 
each other, what a short distance they 
have to overcome to accomplish the Mas- 
ter's wish in their unity. 

„5. Foreign mission work is a great 
power for good. It shows the need of 
union as it would never otherwise ap- 
pear. To meet a united Catholicism with 
a divided Protestantism shows the weak- 
ness of our denominationalism. To go 
to the heathen with a religion and wran- 
gle in their presence as to what that 
religion teaches is a lesson. that we could 
hardly get in any other way. It is now 
known that our missionaries must hide 
their divisions if they are going to do 
much good. |

people. We are the light of the world. 
He has bestowed more wealth upon this 
In the United 
States the wealth has risen from sixty- 
five billions in 1890 to ninety biillions in 
1900. A large part of this enormous wealth 
is doubtless in the-hands of the church. 
About twelve millions only are given to 
the work of missions by all the Christian 
people of the United States. 

“In one city alone thirty millions of 
dollars were spent in amusements last 
year. The United States has expended 
seventy-five millions in trying to reach 
the north pole, and millions more will yet 
be expended. Much of the Lord’s money 
goes for personal expenses. A Christian 
man pays $25 as entrance fee to his club 
and thinks he is very generous when he 
gives $ to his church. Personal extrav- 
agance is one of the great sins of the 
age. 

„More money is paid for whisky than 
for the support o: churches and missions. 
In the United States we * give fo mis- 
sions 1 cent per member per week, or 
32 cents per year. The da:'v newspaper 
costs the church members ten times as 
much as he gives to the gréat missionary 
cause. We spend too much money on 
our home churches. Vast sums of mon- 
ey are put into our home church build- 
ings and for music. Mucn of this money 
is misspent and does not glorify God in 
the salvation of souls. The monev paid 
tor rrusic in the churches would build and 
support hundreds of churches in foreign 
fields. 

This extravigant expenditure of the 
Lord's money is no doubt one reason why 
there is so much spiritual leanness in 
our home churches and why God is with- 
holding His spiritual blessings from our 
land. God will not bless this country if 
we do not send the gospel to heathen 
lands. 

“The heathen are now giving up their 
idols and going into agnosticism and in- 
fidelity. Now is the time to send the 
knowledge ‘of the glory of the Lord to 
them if we are ever to send it. The 
harvest is ripe. The church is asleep and 
selfish and stingy.” 
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At the régular Sunday afternoon serv- 
ice in the prison chapel Mrs. Bail sang 
a beautiful solo and the boys rendered 
some beautiful hymns.

BENEFITED BY EXPERIMENTS. 


Dr. Keene Gained Knowledge by Viv- 


isection of Animals. 

Philadelpaia, December 7.—Dr. William 
K. Keene, the eminent surgeon of this 
city, who was recently. summoned to An- 
napotis to perform an operation on Mid- 
shipman Aiken. to relieve him of the ef- 
fects of injuries suffered in a footbali 
game, attributes the success of his op- 
eration to knowledge gained throug ex- 
periments in vivisection. Dr. Keene has 
addressed a letter setting forth the facts 
in the case to Senator Gallinger, whom 
he regards as one of the leaders of the 
anti-vivisectionists in this country. Dr. 
Keene in his letter says: : 

“I deem it my duty to call your atten- 
tion to the case of Midshipman Aiken, of 
the United States naval academy, who 
was recently injured in a football game. 
My reason for doing so is to show you by 
a singlesconcrete example that knowledge 
gained by ‘animal experimentation is an 
immense boon to humanity and that 
therefore, such experiments snould be 


go oe are as follows:

the accident, I found taat he’ ee pt 
unconscious for a half nour aft the ac- 
cident, and ever since then had com- 
plained bitterly of headache, which, ne 
located always in the forehead. Soon af- 
ter the accident he began to develop con- 
vulsions. In six hours and a half after 
I saw ‘aim he had twenty-four of these 
attacks. all limited to the right arm. 
“There was no fracture .of the skull, 


jury was a slight bruise at the outer end 
of the jeft eyebrow. Had I seen this case 
before 188. I would ‘nave been unable to 
explain why the spasms were chietiy 
manifested in the right arm. I would 
have been justified in inferring that prob- 
ably the front part of his brain was in- 
jured at the site of tae bruise. Had I 
opened the skull at that point, I would 
have found a perfectly normal brain and 
have missed the clot. The young man, 
therefore, would have died, whetaer his 
skull had been opened or not. 

“In 1902. observe the difference. As a 
result of knowledge derived from experi- 
ments upon animals which have located 
precisely the center formation of the 
rigat arm. I reached the conclusion that 
there had been a rupture of the blood 
vessel within the head and that the sitn- 
ation of the clots corresponded to the 
‘arm center.’ Its position was fixed ab- 
solutelx as a result of experiments upon 
animals. 

“As soon as tae skull was opened at 


est point being exactly over the arm cen- 
ter and the blood was removed with the 
result that the patient's life was saved. 
This is only one of nundreds of cases in 
which a similar exact localization has 
been made by many surgeons, both in 
Europe and America.“

| Mayor-Elect Howell Takes Firm CALL: FOR MEETING” ISSUED 


_ Sand Regarding Depar:ments 


Declares That the Law Prevents the 
Council of 1903 from Paying 
Bills Made During This 

Year, and That He Will 
Follow the Law. ' 


Bills contracted by the city and the de- 
partments during. December of this year 
will not be paid with the appropriations 
of 198 tf Mayor-elect Howell has a voige 
in the matter. 

Such was the announcement mdfie by 
him yesterday afternoon, and it will be 
learned with interest by the three de- 
partments of the municipality which now 
declare that they are without funds. 

As is well known the Grady hospital 
managers declare that it will be abso- 
lutely necessary to contract bills this 
month which cannot be paid until Janu- 
ary, the sanitary department has an- 
nounced that it will cease operations for 
the remainder of the year unless more 
money is forthcoming, while the depart- 
ment of public works is already at a 
standstill. a 

Mayor-elect Howell, when questioned 
yesterday afternoon regarding his inten- 
tions, declared that the December bills of 
these departments would not be paid in 
January if 4 could interfere 

blic Trustees. 

“The mayor and council,’ he Karel. 

„are the trustees for the public money. 
There is a law which prevents us from 
paying the bills of one year with the 
money of the next, and no matter what 
sort of moral obligation there is, we are 
faced with the law and must work under 
it. Lf we paid tie bills next*year we would 
be responsible for the money to the peo- 
ple. Suppose a man gives you a certain 
amount of money with which to do à ber- 
tain piece of work and instructs you pos- 
itively not to spend more. If you do 
spend more you are responsible. It is 
the same with the city. These depart- 
ments are given a certain amount ol 
money to spend, and if they exceed those 
amounts those who manage them are 
responsible. 

“IT will not say that the bills of “this 
year will positively not be paid out of the 
appropriations of next year, but I will 
say that if they are paid it will be by 4 
two-thirds vote of council, because I shall 
certainly veto any measure providing for 
their payment and shall refuse to pay 
the bills until compelled to do so. 

“T was asked the other day if I would 
by any chance consent to the payment 
of the bills and I stated that I would con- 


sent to pay them if the law ts repealed.” 


Ordinance in Question. 

The law to which Mayor-elect Howell 

refers is as follows. , 
„Section 498. It shall „be unlawful for 
any board officer or department of said 
city to vote or expend op incur liability 
or obligation for any amount in excess of 
the annual appropriation made by the 
mayor and general council of said city to 
or for such board. officer or department 
for any year. It shall: be unlawful for 
any committee of council or the head of 
any department to approve. for payment 
any bill, account, order or resolution, 
except it be drawn and approved for pay- 
ment out of some fund apropriated for 
expenditure in the manner covered there- 
by and remaining unexpended, and it 
shall likewise be unlawful for the city 
comptroller to draw, or the mayor to ap- 
prove. or the city treasurer to pay, any 
warrant not drawn on some fund 80 ap- 
propriated and remaining wunexpended; 
that is to say, no moneys appropriated 
for expenditures in any one department 
shall be paid out on bills, accounts or 
other liabilities originating in said de- 
partment, except for the particular items 
of; expenditure fer which they wete ap- 
propriated. 

"Sec, 499. The city shall in no event be 
Hable for the payment of any ‘amount 
voted, expended or incurred, by or through 
any board,. officer or department 
of said city, to any such board, 
officer or departmeny, but any 
member or members of such ®oard or 
department, and any officer of said city 
participating and aiding in such illegal 
expenditure, liability or obligation, shall 
be individually liable to the city for the 
same in case of such illegal expenditure 
made, and shall, be individually liable to 
the person or persons contracted or dealt 
with in case of any such illegal liahjity 
or obligation ingurred. 

“Sec. 500. Any member of a board or 
department of said city or dny officer 
thereof who shall participate and aid in 
any such illegal expenditure, or in the 
attempted incurring of any. such iilegal 
liability or obligation, shall be remoyed 
from office or service under said city.” 

“I told them,” cogtinued Mayor-elect 
Howell, that if they would repeal that 
law I would consent to pay the bills of 
this year, but that I could not pay the 
bills while that law was in existence. I 
was told that the law could not be re- 
pealed. The matter will therefore have 
to wait until next January before it is 
settled. b

TO CARRY NEW EQUIPMENT 


First Train Will Probably Be Run on 
January 12—Will Be Exclusive- 
ly Pullman Train, Carrying 
No Day Coach—Other 
Railway News. 


The roads that wil operate the “Caica- 
go and Florida Limited“ between Chi- 
cago and St. Augustine this winter intend 
to make it the most elegant train ever 
operated into Florida from the west. 
In fact such elaborate preparations are 
being made for its inauguration taat the 
Caicago papers are referring to it as the 
millionaires’ special.“ 

The train will be run by the Frsico 

system from Chicago to Terre Haute, 
| the Evansville and Terre Haute to 
| Evansville, the Louisville and Nashville 
to Nashville, the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis to Atlanta, tae Central of 
| Georgia to Albany via Macon, the At- 
lantie Coast Line to Jacksonville via 
| Waycross, and the Florida East Coast to 


| St. Augustine. 

This train was operated for the first 
time last year and enjoyed a very liberal 
patronage. It was largely known in this 
territory as the Central's Florida train, 


and that road received many congratula- 
tions from connecting lines on the man- 
ner the train was handled between At- 
lanta and Albany. 

Tais year the train will carry regularly 
four Pullman sieepers in addition to a 
dining car and a combination baggage 
and club car. It will be exclusively a 
Pullman train and no day coach wil] be 
carried. One sleeper will be operated 
between Chicago and St. Augustine, one 
from Chicago to Tampa via Jacksonvilic, 
one from St. Louis to St. Augustine, and 
one from Louisville to Thomasville. 

All the roads are making preparations 
for handling the train. The Pullman 
people are now at work on special equip- 
ment for it. Nothing but tne roadbed 
and the locomotives will be used that has 
ever been used before. The train will 
probably go on January 12.

INDIAN DIES IN 
FEDERAL PRISON 


First Death Occurred in Peni- 
tentiary Early Yesterday 
Morning. 


From behind the brick walls and fron 
bars of the federal prison, the spirit of 
an Indian prisoner took its flight to the 
happy hunting grounds’’ yesterday morn- 
ing. This was the first death recorded at 


the new prison, and a mound in a corner 


of the reservation now parks the first 
grave in the prison cemetery. 

Aleck Cunningham Wage, known in 
prison life as No., 434,” a full-hjooded 
Indian, breathed his last at the federal 
prison yesterday, morning at 5. o’clock, 
Death was due to consumption. He came 
to the prison in a dying condition. 

In the last batch Of prisoners from 
Indian Territory. Wade arrived in Atlanta 
about two weeks ago, and he was given 
the number 434. He was too ill to do 
any work., and was placed in the hospitai, 
where every attention was paid him by 
the prison physician. 

He was under a twelve months’ sen- 
tence for stealing hogs in Indian Terri- 
tory, and had served about a month of 
his time. His age was 27 years. 

As there was no one in Indian Territory 
to claim the body, Warden Hawk had a 
grave dug on the reservation, in a spot 
which will hereafter be known as the 
federal prison cemetery. Such a cemetery 
will be a necessity, for there will be many 
prisoners to die in. the prison whose bodies 
will not be claimed by relatives. 

First Indian Buried Here. 

Wade is the first Indian whose body lies 
ma grave near Atlanta. Some years ago 
an Indiari woman, hamed Pawinnie, died 
in the city while a Wild West show was 
here, but the body s taken back to the 
Indian reservation after: it had lain in 
an undertaker’s office several months. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o clock the 
funeral of the dead Indian prisoner oc- 
curred. ‘The services were conducted by 
Rev. T. C. Tupper the prison chaplain, 
in the presence of the warden and his 
family and a few of the officers and trus- 
tees of .the prison. Wade was a meniber 
of the Cumderlang Presbyterian church, 
and is said to have been a good man 
since his prison life began.
